U. SJ.EGATION 


Letters Addressed to Presi­ 
dent Taft; Dispatches Cath­ 
olic Prelates to Inform 
Government 


LONDON, Dec. 17.— in confirma­ 
tion of recent United Press dispatch­ 
es that the pope is seeking to es­ 
tablish diplomatic relations between 
the vatican and the United States 
government,

Seeks IU S. Legation at Rome 
The dispatches referred to stated 
the pope had, besides other steps, 
commissioned Cardinal Vincent Van- 
nutelll to ask United States Ambas- 
sador-Leishmann to Inform the Unit­ 
ed States government that the pop* 
was anxious for the establishment of 
a United States legation at the vati­ 
can. 
The pope also requested Mgr. 
Falconio, the apostolic 
delegate to 
the United States, to lay the matter 
before Cardinal Gibbons, with the re­ 
quest that he

Archbishop 
Farley of New York; Connell of Bos­ 
ton; Glennon of St. Louis and Ire­ 
land of St. Paul, on the subject 
The intimation was that if the move­ 
ment succeeded the chances of the 
archbishops to be raised to the car­ 
dinalate would be enhanced.

IN REAL LIFE 


CLEVELASD, D., Dec. 17.— ‘ But 
you neither think nor talk like the 
man I can share my life with. When 
your terror is over— when there ii 
nothing more to fear— then I will 
seem to you as though nothing has 
happened. I will be your lark again, 
your doll, Just as before— when you 
would take twice as much care of 
the future, because she was so weak. 
Torvald— in that moment it burst 
upon me that I had been living hete 
ti.ese eight years with a strange man 
and had borne him three children— 
Oh! I can't bear to think of it. I 
would tear myself to pieces.”

“ You are not the sort of man I 
can live with,” Mrs. Cooper says she 
told her husband just as “Nora” told 
•’Torvald.” 
Mrs. Cooper’s suit for divorce baa 
attracted attention because she and 
ber husband, Wm. Cooper, a sanitary 
policeman, consented to live in the 
same houfee until after Christmas so 
their two little boys might not lose 
their faith in Santa Claus and have 
their holiday spoiled. 
Mrs. Cooper’s matrimonial expert 
ienee tallies nearly everywhere with 
that of Ibsen’s "Nora.” 
‘‘I cannot live here in justice to 
myself,” said Mrs. trooper. “After a 
woman has learned what the world 
holds for her she is a fool to sub­ 
mit to any man's dictation. Cruelty 
will kill a love and then there would 
be no chance to grow unless the wo­ 
man leaves and takes a new lease on 
lire.” 
Mrs. Cooper has lived with her 
husband 14 years.
